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NOTE. 

In  the  process  of  revision  the  Committee  has  consulted 
the  following  Books  of  Devotion,  besides  those  indicated  in 
previous  editions:  'The  Life  of  God  in  the  Soul  of  Man' 
(Scougal),  'Rules  and  Instructions  for  a  Holy  Life'  (Leighton), 
'The  Following  of  Christ'  (Thomas  a  Kempis),  Prayers  by 
Toplady,  Baxter,  Hervey,  Doddridge,  and  Matthew  Henry 
(as  appended  to  an  edition  of  the  Scottish  Psalm -Book), 
'  Family  Worship  '  (by  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  Scotland), 
'Prayers  for  Public  Worship '  (John  Service,  D.D.),  'The 
Priest's  Prayer- Book'  (Church  of  England),  'The  Liturgy  of 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Church,'  'The  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of 
Geneva,'  'Prayers  by  Jeremy  Taylor,'  'Hele's  Select  Offices' 
(Tract  Society),  '  Bright's  Ancient  Collects,'  and  '!N"eale's 
Primitive  Liturgies.' 

In  some  cases  passages  of  considerable  length  have  been 
quoted  from  these  sources,  and  in  others  only  single  expres- 
sions; while  in  the  process  of  arranging  the  services  and 
prayers,  passages  which  were  continuous  in  the  original  have 
been  broken  up  and  transposed,  so  that  they  can  with  diffi- 
culty now  be  traced. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  and  of  the  Church  are  due  to 
those  who  have  kindly  permitted  their  works  to  be  used  for 
this  purpose. 


PREFACE. 


The  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
has  for  many  years  authorised  the  publication, 
under  the  title  of  'Aids  to  Devotion/  of  three 
small  volumes — viz.,  '  Prayers  for  Social  and 
Family  "Worship/  an  abridged  edition  of  the 
same  for  the  use  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors,  and 
'  Prayers  for  Family  Worship/ 

The  first  two  of  these  are  intended  specially 
for  the  use  of  members  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land who  are  deprived  of  the  ordinary  services 
of  the  Christian  ministry,  and  the  third  is  for 
general  use. 

These  Books  of  Devotion  have  met  with  favour- 
able acceptance,  and  have  had  a  large  circulation. 
They  have  been  carefully  revised  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Committee  on  Aids  to  Devotion. 
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What  was  best  in  former  editions  has  been 
carefully  preserved  in  this  edition  of  'Prayers 
for  Social  and  Family  Worship/ 

The  prayers  have  been  rearranged  and  short- 
ened. Many  of  the  best  prayers,  both  ancient 
and  modern,  which  form  the  devotional  heri- 
tage of  the  Church  of  Christ,  have  been  incor- 
porated, so  that  variety  of  devotional  expression 
may  give  truer  utterance  to  the  varied  feelings, 
and  may  better  meet  the  varying  spiritual  wants, 
of  those  who  will  use  these  volumes  in  many 
lands. 

The  experience  of  those  best  acquainted  with 
the  spiritual  wants  of  our  people  abroad  has 
shown  that  unless  consecutive  services  for  use 
in  Hospitals,  in  the  Sick-room,  and  at  the  Burial 
of  the  Dead  are  provided,  the  published  Forms 
of  other  Churches  are  used ;  while  these  Forms, 
however  beautiful,  do  not  quite  commend  them- 
selves to  the  religious  feelings  of  Scottish  Pres- 
byterians. 

The  prayers  for  such  occasions  have  there- 
fore in  this  edition  been  arranged  as  special 
services,  which  can  be  conveniently  read  by 
any  one. 
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The  Children's  Services  are  entirely  new,  and 
meet  a  felt  want  in  the  Church. 

The  prayer  of  the  Committee  is,  that  these 
books  may  be  real  aids  to  devotion,  and  that 
by  the  blessing  of  God  the  Father,  the  Son, 
and  the  Holy  Spirit,  they  may  tend  to  fos- 
ter pure  spiritual  life  in  many  souls  among 
the  people  of  God  scattered  throughout  the 
world.

Dispose  us  to  a  cheerful  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
our  stations  in  life,  and  daily  increase  in  us  those 
graces  and  virtues  that  are  necessary  to  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  work  Thou  hast  given  to  us  to  do.

We  pray  for  all  soldiers  and  sailors,  beseeching  Thee 
to  guide  and  strengthen  them  evermore;  to  defend 
them  in  times  of  danger ;  to  shield  them  in  the  day 
of  battle,  and  to  grant  them  victory  over  all  their 
enemies.  Make  them  faithful  unto  death,  and  finally 
give  them  the  crown  of  life,  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

Psalm  xix. 

HHHE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God ;  and  the 
-■-     firmament  showeth  His  handiwork. 

Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech,  and  night  unto  night 
showeth  knowledge. 

There  is  no  speech  nor  language  where  their  voice 
is  not  heard. 

Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth,  and 
their  words  to  the  end  of  the  world.  In  them  hath 
He  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun ; 

Which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his  cham- 
ber, and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run  a  race.

Guide  us 
that  we  may  not  err  therefrom,  and  enable  us  to 
work  out  our  salvation  with  fear  and  trembling. 

May  Thy  Spirit  convince  us  of  our  sin,  and  lead 
us  to  the  cross  of  Christ,  that  we  may  be  forgiven. 
May  He  teach  us  to  love  holiness,  that  we  may 
manifest  its  beauty  in  our  lives,  and  may  grow  in 
the  likeness  of  Christ,  and  receive  at  last  an  entrance 
into  glory. 

Continue  to  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  Thy  loving-kind- 
ness, that  we  may  rejoice  and  be  glad  in  Thee  all  our 
days.  Supply  all  our  need  according  to  Thy  glorious 
riches ;  and  make  all  grace  to  be  multiplied  towards 
us,  that  we  always,  having  sufficiency  in  all  things, 
may  abound  unto  every  good  work.  Teach  us  also  to 
be  careful  for  nothing,  but  in  everything,  by  prayer 
and  supplication,  with  thanksgiving,  to  make  our 
requests  known  unto  Thee.

"  Is  any  among  you  afflicted  ?  let  him  pray." — James  v.  13. 


J&erWce  for  Hm  in  a  hospital. 


No  one  should  conduct  a  Service  in  a  hospital  without  the  full 
consent  of  the  medical  officer  in  charge  ;  and  the  time  and  place 
should  be  arranged  by  him. 

It  is  sometimes  most  cheering  to  the  sick  to  have  Psalms  or 
Hymns  quietly  sung  ;  but  there  are  occasions  when  singing  of 
any  kind  m-ay  be  injurious  to  certain  of  the  pxttients.  The 
medical  officer  in  charge  should  be  consulted  about  this  also. 

If  there  is  no  one  else  to  conduct  a  religious  Service  in  a  hos- 
pital, the  convalescents  can  arrange  amongst  themselves  to  use 
this  form  of  Service,  or  one  of  the  ordinary  forms  for  social 
worship,  introducing  the  specied  Prayers  for  the  sick  or 
wounded. 

The  Service  may  begin  by  singing  a  Pscdm  or  Hymn.

Make  them  the 
means  in  Thy  hand  of  turning  many  from  darkness 
unto  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  Thee. 
Arise,  O  God,  and  plead  Thine  own  cause.  Remove 
every  hindrance  by  which  it  is  obstructed.  Bring  to 
nought  every  device  by  which  it  is  opposed.  Overrule 
all  the  changes  that  take  place  among  the  kingdoms  of 
the  earth  for  its  furtherance  and  advancement.  Take 
unto  Thyself  Thy  great  power  and  reign.     And  let 
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Thy  glory  be  everywhere  revealed,  that  all  flesh  may 
see  it  together. 

We  ask  these  things  for  the  honour  of  Thy  name, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  and  Saviour ;  to 
whom,  with  Thee  and  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  be 
glory  and  majesty,  dominion  and  blessing,  both  now 
and  ever. — Amen. 

XVI. 

PRAYER    FOR   HOME    AND    FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

A  LMIGHTY  GOD,  who  didst  so  love  the  world  as 
-^-  to  give  Thine  only-begotten  Son,  that  whosoever 
believeth  in  Him  should  not  perish  but  have  everlast- 
ing life,  we  bless  Thee  that  Thou  hast  made  known 
unto  us  the  Gospel  of  Thy  grace ;  and  we  thank  Thee 
that  Thou  hast  called  us  to  be  fellow-workers  with 
Thee  in  making  Thy  way  known  upon  the  earth,  and 
Thy  saving  health  among  all  nations. 

Send  forth,  we  beseech  Thee,  a  spirit  of  enlighten- 
ment and  reformation  among  all  professing  Christians. 

Deliver  them  from  the  bondage  of  ignorance,  world- 
liness,  and  unbelief. 

Heal  their  unhappy  divisions  and  dissensions,  so 
that  they  may  dwell  as  brethren  in  unity,  and  strive 
together  with  one  mind  for  the  faith  of  the  Gospel. 
Supply  unto  them,  wherever  it  is  needful,  the  means 
of  Christian  instruction  and  improvement.  And  let 
Thy  Word  have  free  course  and  be  glorified  among 
them,  by  the  conversion  of  sinners,  and  the  building 
up  of  saints  in  holiness  and  comfort  through  faith  unto 
salvation.

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in  all  our  ways  to  acknowledge  Thee.  And  whatso- 
ever we  do,  in  word  or  in  deed,  enable  us  to  do  all  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Regard  with  favour  the  young  persons  now  before 
Thee.  Dispose  them  to  receive  instruction.  Enable 
them  to  consider  it,  and  to  profit  by  it.  And  grant 
that,  by  Thy  blessing  and  aid,  they  may  be  trained  up 
for  usefulness  in  this  life,  and  for  glory,  honour,  and 
immortality  in  the  life  to  come. 

Give  unto  all  of  us  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  to  convince  us 
of  sin,  to  bring  us  to  the  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  only  Saviour,  and  to  guide  us  in  the  paths  of 
righteousness.

ANOTHER   PRAYER   FOR   A   SCHOOL. 

"LEATHER  of  lights,  with  whom  are  hid  all  the 
J-  treasures  of  wisdom  and  of  knowledge,  we  im- 
plore the  aid  and  guidance  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit  in  the 
work  for  which  we  are  here  met  together.  Enable  us 
to  perform  our  allotted  tasks  with  diligence.  Encour- 
age us  with  Thy  favour ;  further  us  with  Thy  help ; 
and  give  us  such  success  as  seemeth  good  to  Thee, 
who  orderest  all  things  well  and  wisely  for  us. 

Grant  that  the  teacher  [or  teachers]  of  this  school 
may  be  taught  of  Thee.  Impress  him  with  a  deep 
sense  of  his  responsibility.     And  whatsoever  he  does, 
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dispose  him  to  do  it  heartily,  not  with  eye-service,  as 
pleasing  men,  but  with  singleness  of  heart,  as  unto 
Thee. 

Bestow  Thy  favour  on  the  pupils  of  this  school. 
Prepare  their  minds  meekly  to  receive  instruction. 
Make  them  to  be  teachable,  orderly,  and  submissive. 
And  grant  that,  by  Thy  blessing  on  their  studies, 
they  may  more  and  more  acquire  those  stores  of  use- 
ful knowledge,  and  cultivate  those  habits  of  dili- 
gence and  attention,  which  will  qualify  them  for  the 
duties  of  after  life. 

Give  unto  all  of  us  the  knowledge  of  Thy  Word, 
which  is  able  to  make  us  wise  unto  salvation.  Teach 
us  to  know  Thee^  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus  Christ 
whom  Thou  hast  sent.  Grant  us  for  His  sake  the 
pardon  of  all  our  sins.  Adopt  us  into  Thy  family, 
and  cause  us  to  love  Thee  and  trust  in  Thee  as  our 
Father  in  heaven.  Sanctify  our  hearts  by  Thy  grace, 
and  incline  us  to  walk  in  the  way  of  Thy  command- 
ments. Preserve  us  from  evil  companionshijDS  and 
examples,  and  from  all  the  snares  of  a  wicked  world. 
Encompass  us  with  Thy  favour  as  with  a  shield,  and 
bring  us  at  last  to  the  glories  of  Thy  heavenly  king- 
dom, through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.
